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AN INTERVIEW WITH HUGH MILLER. 


From “ St. Paul’s to St. Sophia.” 


Having found from several attempts that it was quite impracticable to 
secure an interview with Mr. Miller (who of ail living Scotchmen, I most 
desired to know) at the office of the Witness, I accepted a kind invita- 
tion to spend the evening at his suburban residence, * Shrubmount,” 
some five or six miles from the city. Starting just at sundown the ride 
by coach in the cool of the evening over an excellent road and *mid 
scenery the most picturesque, was exceedingly pleasant. My open air 
companions, for I had taken an outside seat, were chiefly tradesinen and 
clerks, who, unlike their more fortunate professional aud mercantile 
brethren, had been unable to escape 


“ The heartless city, with its forms, and dull routine,” 


until the close of the day. They were, however, in much good humor 
and to the timely courtesy of one or two who sat nearest me, I was in- 
debted tor a gratifying description of the various points of interest in 
the charming region through which our ambitious team whirled us with 
surprising speed. As we passed beyond the Calton Hill with its impos- 
ing monuments, and ‘neath the ever awing shadow of Arthur’s Seat, the 
busy marine towns of Leith and Portobello opened to our view, and be- 
yond their forests of masts, lay the broad, deep sea, 


. “The blue, the fresh, the ever free!” 


as placid as Lomond or Katrine in an August day. On either side the 
smooth roadway, fine mansions and tasteful gardens attracted my envi- 
ous admiration, and indeed I had scarce enumerated the teeming beauties 
of the unrivalled panoramic view from the coach-top, ere the heavy ve- 
hicle rattled through the rough streets of Portobello, and the obliging 
driver delivered me at the very gate of Shrubmount, the comfortable yet 
altogether unostentatious home of the distinguished man who, with 
certainly far more of genuine respect than idle curiosity, I so longed tu 
meet. 

A gentle tap at the bell soon brought a smiling lassie, by whom I was 
ushered into the presence of Mrs. Miller, a lady in every way worthy 
her estimable husband, and whose face, though long years have past, 
retains not a little of that “ waxen clearness of complexion,” which the 
Cromarty poet so admired when, like “ a fair child rather than a grown 
woman,” she “came hurriedly tripping down the garden-walk.” AJ] 
the romance of the curious courtship which ultimately made her Mrs, 
Miller came to my mind, as announcing my name and place of residence, 
I was given a true Highland welcome, such as Burns irreverently com- 
memorates : 


“ When death's dark stream I ferry o’er— 
A time that surely shall come— 
In heaven itself I ask no more 
Than just a Highland welcome.” 


Mrs. Miller, herself an accomplished writer and scholar, was quite ready 
to converse intelligently upon American affairs, and I had a delightful 
chat ere Mr. Miller came in from the Museum building in process of 
erection within the Shrubmount grounds. To this structure he was 
giving much devoted attention in the expectation of securing a place of 
safe keeping fur the many rare and valuable geological specimens accu- 
mulated in his passionate fondness of the noble science which, while yet 
oom he so successfully studied among the pebbles of the Cromarty 
shore. 

Shrubmount is within the precincts of Portobello, a favorite sea-side 
resort of the citizens of Edinburgh, and Mrs. Miller told me her good 
husband had secured the place, which is quite aside from the bathing 
grounds, purely for its seclusion and amplitude of land. There is cer. 
tainly much space, and room for the most extended improvements, and 
Mr. Miller undoubtedly has it in view to here establish a homestead 
worthy his illustrious name and fame. 

Mr. Miller’s entrance was with an apology for having detained me, 
and a hope that “ Lydia” (Mrs. Miller) had given me a hearty welcome 
to Shrubmount, “ where from his close application in Edinburgh, he was 
only able to receive his friends, and then sometimes too fatigued to 
rightly entertain them.” 

After hastily reading my letters of introduction from several of his 
American acquaintances, he sat hirnself close beside me, and began 
an earnest and minute inquiry regarding the geological peculiari- 
ties of the United States, and especially of the State of New York. 
* Pray how far are you from the great furests of which I have heard so 
much?” asked he, with a broad Scotch accent; and ere I could reply, 
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with boyish eagerness he exclaimed, ‘‘ Ah! howI should like to see your 
great rivers and mountains.” 

And then with almost breathless attention he listened for many 
minntes to my humble description of some of the more marked geo- 
graphical features of the different States of the Union. 

“Your great country has many geological wonders,” he remarked, 
as T pansed for any comment he might offer.“ Ah!” he continued, *T 
do indeed wish I might study them, and your enterprising people.” 
“Will you not come, then?” I replied, “ the journey is now made com- 
paratively short and safe, and all America would gladly welcome you; 
indeed,” I added, (as was the fact.) “I have now with me an invitation 
for you to give a series of your instructive geological lectures under the 
auspices of an association in New York—come, and we will give you 
large audiences, and practical proof of our admiration of * The Old Red- 
sinestone,’ and your other works, as well known throughout the new 
world as here in vour native Scotland.” “ But,” he naively answered, 
“Tam too bnsy here,— Edinburgh gives me editorial work enough—to 
sav nothing of my attention to geology—I can’t go to America; it’s of no 
use to think of it—I have not the time.” “ But you really need relax- 
ation, and as you have well said, we have many geological wonders that 
would delight von.” 

Here Mrs. Miller interposed and made several suspicious inquiries re- 
garding the streets of New York. She had heard marvellous stories of 
their filth, and wondered if they were true and the city healthy. It was 
no easy task to conscientionsly evade a direct reply, which must certain- 
ly have been derogatory to the sanitary regulations of the American 
metropolis. Mrs. Miller also expressed a doubt as to the comforts of a 
sea voyage, and in this was joined by her husband, who jokingly thought 
“he was too cumbersome for ocean travel.” They both, however, 
evinced no little admiration of our broad republic, its free institutions 
and happy people, but the evening’s conversation was mainly upon its 
geological formations, and fossiliferous remains. Nearly every query 
put to me by Mr. Miller was expressive of his favorite science, although 
he is equally at home upon other scientific subjects, and upon the great 
political, religions, philanthropic, and educational questions of the day, 
and everywhere honored as the defender of revealed truth, and the 
champion of the church of his fathers. 

When the ever-memorable contest in the Church of Scotland had 
come toa close by the decision of the House of Lords in the Auchterader 
ease, Mr. Miller’s celebrated letter to Lord Brongham attracted the par- 
ticular attention of the party which was about to leave the Establish- 
ment, and he was selected as the most competent person to conduct the 
Witness, the principal metropolitan organ of the Free Church, The 
great snecess which this journal has met is owing, doubtless, to the fine 
articles, political, ecclesiastical, and geological, which Mr. Miller has 
written for it. 

If, as in his own words, ke was “ but a slim, loose-jointed boy, fond 
of the pretty intangibilities of romance, and of dreaming when broad 
awake, “ he is now a stout wide-shouldered man, of fine physical pres- 
ence, though of far from ruddy health. When recently lecturing in 
Exeter Hall he was obliged to keep his chair during the evening, and it 
is painfully true that toilsome devotion to the various duties resting upon 
him, apart from his intense application to geological study, has seriously 
undermined his sturdy Highland constitution. It was with much of sin- 
cere regret at this too obvions fact, that I left Shrubmount and bade 
adieu to him who, to say nothing of his other masterly achievements, 
has by his own unaided energies, and while yet in the prime of life, 
rendered himself, “ first among his countrymen in an interesting and im- 
portant department of Natural Science, to which there is no aristocratic 
or royal road.” 


THIEVING AS A BUSINESS. 


From “ Pleas for Ragged Schools.” 


Thieving is a regular business; a trade which some conduct with the 
regularity ef a bank or of a mercantile establishment. In illustration of 
this, let me tell what was told to me by one of the heads of a large pub- 
lishing and bookselling house in London. Their premises consist of a 
shop facing the street; behind that a spacious room filled with valuable 
books; and beyond that again a reading-room, supplied with newspapers 
and magazines. From the shelves of the middle room, they had from 
time to time missed many volumes. Unable to detect the depredator, 
their suspicions began reluctantly to rest on some of the young men in 
their employment. My friend, however, as he was one day ruminating 
on the matter, recollected the visits of a person who came frequently, 
and always passed on to the inner rooms; but never bought anything. 
This looked suspicious. -Attired in black, wearing’a white neckeloth, 
and presenting a venerable appearance, he looked not unlike a dignitary, 
at the very least, a dean of the church. Could he be the rogue?’ My

friend dismissed the unworthy thought. However, it recurred, and 
fixed itself in his mind. He resolved to watch. So next day When the 
old gentleman entered, and making, as usual, some remark on the 
weather, glided into the inner room, the publisher stationed himself by 
a sinall pane of glass which, from an outer passage, commanded a view 
of the interior. The visitor, looking very innocent, appears to be read- 
ing the titles of the books; but the mystery is soon solved, The poor 
wretch, thinking as little of the eye that watched him as sinners do of 
the eye of God, after looking round to see that the coast is clear, pulls a 
volume from the shelf to drop it into a capacions pocket ; the process is 
repeated and repeated, till the pockets are full. And now, when the 
craft is loaded and about to sail, my informant comes forth. He arrests 
him. The thief protests, but in vain. He is committed to a police-ofli- 
cer: his address is taken, and in his house—a good one—among a great 
deal of stolen property, they find a regularly kept day-book. ere they 
see the books he has purloined all duly entered. Each day las a page 
or more for its own transactions; on such a day, for example, “ Robin- 
son Crusoe,” “ Drelincourt on Death,” “The Newgate Calendar,” 
* Law’s Serious Call,” “ Gulliver's Travels,” “ The Pilgrim’s Progress ; ” 
in one column the ordinary selling-price appears, in another the price he 
got; it is, in fact, as regular a journal as Rothschild’s, or any in the Bank 
of England. 

I know not whether this person had received a professional education § 
but, as there are medical schools for doctors, and commercial academies 
for merchants, thieving is systematically tanght in some of our large 
towns. One boy, for instance, gives this account of himself: * Ilis 
father was a soldier, and died when he was very young, leaving his 
mother unprovided for. The only means of her support was obtained 
by begging in the streets. She died about rine yearsago, James, con- 
sequently, was left very young without any one to look after him; he 
soon fell among thieves, and was taken to Wentworth street, in White- 
chapel, to a house where he was boarded and lodged for six months, 
when he was taught to pick pockets. Ile says that there were twenty 
more boys kept, beside himself, for the same purpose, by a man and 
woman who lived by their plunder. Daily the woman dressed herself, 
put a bell in her pocket, also a purse containing 6d.; any of the pupils 
who could take the purse from her pocket without causing the bell to 
tinkle, got the 6d. asa reward for his dexterity. Le remained until he 
was a proficient pickpocket.” 

The extent to which this education is carried may be judged of by 
the details furnished by one who was engaged in this shocking occupa- 
tion. Hesaid “ He had been twenty years living a criminal life, and 
had been twenty times in prison. He resided in a low lodging-house, 
where he carried on his craft of training young lads to steal. The best 
hands among them were sent into the streets, and they brought home 
the plunder, on which the criminal school lived. He was too well 
known to the police to dare to go out himself. ‘ But,’ said he, ‘I never 
can keep the young "uns long, for as soon as I have made them clever at 
their profession, if they are not taken by the police they leave me and 
start tor themselves; so that I am oblged to look out for new hands.’ 
Being asked how many lads he supposed he had trained to be thieves 
during the twenty years, he replied that he had kept no account, and he 
could not exactly tell; but of this he was sure, that it was not Jess than 

Jive hundred.” 


What an argument these cases furnish for Ragged Schools! Are we 
to leave these unhappy children to be regularly trained to crime, and 
then imprison, banish, and hang them when they commit it? Their 
blood is on our heads if we do; nor will it excuse us to say, ‘Am I my 
brother’s keeper?” It ought to make us ashamed of ourselves, that 
while this hoary ruffian had trained five hundred children to a life of 
crime, we, perhaps, never took the trouble to save one. 


This business often has enormous success. Three or four bundred 
pounds is not an uncommon income; and yet, though that is a hand- 
some living, paying no Income Tax, the annual gains of some are far 
greater—one family of coiners in England having cleared in a few years 
not less than twenty thousand pounds. The money which our criminal 
population spend on their vices, proves indeed that, as a class, their 
gains far exceed the wages of our honest workmen. The amount of 
which they plunder others, without enriching themselves, may be con- 
jectured from an astounding fact, stated by a committee of the inhabit- 
ants of Liverpool to the first Birmingham Association. According to 
their report, the annual depredations of all kinds in Liverpool alone 
amounted in value to £700,000. If the plunder in that one city 
amounts to nearly one million of money, how many millions does the 
whole country lose by crimes it has never taken the proper way to 
cure ? 

Whether it be better to establish Ragged Schools, and thereby cut 
off a great source of crime, or to have thieves levying such enormous 
revenues as appear in the following tables, let the public judge. Here 


are some specimens of the incomes which thieves make, and the loss 
which the community suffers :—

But let us fix our attention on one individual of this group; let it be 
Flanagan. Ile was seventeen times in prison, and caught fifteen times 
besides, but discharged for want of evidence. In 1850 he got to the end 
of his tether and was at iength transported. Here are his transactions 
during three vears; and the tables, be it observed, do not include any 
suns under £10, although he stated that these considerably exceeded 
those above that sum :—

How cheap it were to prevent crime, compared with the cost either 
of maintaining or of punishing it! It is hard to say whether our folly 
or extravagance has been most conspicuous. Committed to jail, and 
maintained there in a state of comparative ease and idleness, the felon 
lives in some respects like a gentleman. Why, such a sum of money 
was spent in building York Jail, that the lodging alone for each prisoner 
there is equal to an annual house rent of £40. Every criminal in jail 
costs the country, at an average, £30 or £40 a year; and while honest 
men have to eat their bread in the sweat of their brow, these, as if the 
most meritorious members of society, are found in coals, candles, food, 
clothes, and lodging. With what advantage? The system has proved 
a greater waste than pouring water on a sand-bed—the culprit has gone 
in a bad man, and comes out a worse.

German Reprints or Encrish Worxs.—Mr. Bernhard Tauchnitz, of Leip- 
sig, forwards us a very elegant little volume, which he designates “ Five 
Centuries of the English Language and Literature, being the CCCCC Volume 
of the Tauchnitz edition of English reprints.” It contains eight specimens of 
the English language at various periods, as exemplified by extracts from Wye- 
liffe, Chaucer, Hawes, More, Spenser, Johnson, Locke, and Gray. The most 
interesting portion of the volume is the preface, in which Mr. Tauchnitz 
speaks of what he has done to popularize English literature on the Continent, 
from which we learn that he has reprinted all the best works of Scott, Bulwer 
Lytton, Byron, Southey, Tennyson, Thackeray, Dickens, Milton, Shakspeare, 
Spenser, and in fact nearly all our best writers, ancient and modern. In the 
case of copyright authors with their consent, and even before the passing of 
the international Copyright Act paying the proprietors, an example of liberal- 
ity and honesty which cannot be too strongly commended, and in this respect 
presenting a marked contrast to so many_of our cousins on the other side of 
the Atlantic. Mr. Tauchnitz is not so well known in England as a publisher 
of English books as for his editions of the Greek and Latin classics, which for- 
merly had so extensive a sale here, and were in such demand as class books 
in our colleges and schools, and for his edition of Ephraim Syrus, and some 
other authors, edited by the learned Tischendorf.—Bookseller. 
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Tue Drarness oF EnGiisH Booxs.—Some inquiries which we made re- | 


specting Mr. Tauchnitz have supplied more data respecting the suicidal policy 
of English publishers in keeping up the present high prices of English copy- 
right works. We find that a very large portion of the English books bought 
by our own Colonists, and that nearly all the English hooks bought by resi- 
dents in South America, are continental or American editions, Nor can this 
be wondered at when we find that Lord Macaulay’s History can be bought of 
Mr. Tauchnitz for 16s., and a complete set of Lord Mahon for 14s., and Car- 
lyle’s Frederick for 10s. When will English publishers see that by a lower 
rate of publication they might supply the whole world, and thus gain more 
profit than at present, and give their authors a wider fame? Our own public 
demand more consideration, and we hope will before long receive it. The 
Cornhill Magazine has opened our eyes to the great fact of there being a very 
large, and hitherto overlooked mass of readers for literature of a high class.

There is no denying this fact, and the 
sooner that English publishers as a whole recognize this, the better it will be 
for their own interests. We want to see good popular works published in a 
handsome form, at a very moderate price ; people would then buy for them- 
selves instead of borrowing their books at Mudie’s, or waiting for second-hand 
copies till all interest in the work evaporates.—Jdem.

The work is not written 
for lawyers, but to introduce students, especially students of history, into a 
science which has very close relations to the history of Christian states, and 
in general to that of civilization.”

Moore, author of “The Golden Legacy,” “ Anna Clayton,” ete., who says:

My Journey Thither, and What I Saw There,” a work illustrative of the 
principles and doctrines of Association, or plan for a reorganization of 
Society according to the discoveries of Charles Fourier, whi-:h, its supporters 


claim, would s cure to the human race, individually and collectively, their 
elevation and happiness. 


J. E. Tiron & Co. publish “The Bobbin Boy; or, How Nat got his 
Learning: an Example tor Youth,” by William M. Thayer, author of ‘“ The 
Poor Boy and Merchant Prince,” ‘“‘ The Poor Girl and True Woman,” “ From 
Poor-House to Pulpit,” “Tales from the Bible,” ete. The author says: 
« The design of this volume is to show the young how odd moments and 
small «pportunities may be used in the acquisition of knowledge. The hero 
of the tale—Nat—is a living character, whose actual boyhood and youth are 
here delineated—an unusual example of energy, industry, perseverance, 
application, and enthusiasm in prosecuting a life purpose.”

It has been the aim of the 
author to furnish the reader with the greatest amount of useful information 
possible in a small compass; and, as far as practicable, to give the why and 
wherefore, in language which all ean understand, He has endeavored to 
point out distinctly the causes of disease, and to show the reader how to 
avoid them, and how to ward diseases off, at their commencement, by obedi- 
ence to the laws of health and life; but for their proper treatment when 
they are fully developed, the reader is referred to the physician.” 


Cartton « Porter publish “ A Commentary on the Gospels of Matthew 
and Mark, intended for Popular Use,” by D. D. Whedon, D. D, The author 
remarks in his Preface : “The preparing of a commentary on the New Testa- 
ment was first suggested to the author in behalf of the tract department of 
the Methodist Episcopal church ; its extent was then limited to a single vol- 
ume, and its object to the tract circulation, When, however, that vo ume 
was completed as far as the Apocalypse, it was on all hands concluded that 
a work of larger extent was more desirable, so as to be brought within the 
requisition of a resolution of the General Conference of 1856, directing a 
commentary suitable for general popular use to be prepared. The task of 
reconstructing was immediately commenced, and the present volume is thus 
far the result. The present purpose is to furnish a second volume, including 
the remaining historical books of the New Testament, and a third upon the 
Epistles. Also, ‘‘ The Homilist: a series of Sermons for Preachers and Lay- 
men; original and selected,” by Erwin House, A. M., who says : “Some five 
years since, through the agency of a London friend, I came into possession 
of a large number of English serial publications, chiefly of a theological type. 
It was suggested that, by a revision, and, in some cases, by a reuniting of 
certain discourses contained in these numbers, a volume of aceeptable char- 
acter could be prepared for American readers. The work was accordingly. 
undvrtaken, and prosecuted at intervals during the five years referred to 
The result is the present volume.”

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Derpy & Jackson have got out “ Margaret Moncrieffe, the First Love of 
Aaron Burr, a Romance of the Revolution, with an Appendix containing the 
Letters of Colonel Burr to ‘ Kate’ and ‘Eliza,’ and from ‘ Leonora,’ ete.,” by 
Charles Burdett, author of “ Three Per Cent. a Month,” ete. We extract the 
Introduction, which not only gives the plan and purpose of the work, but 
contains some interesting details: “In the latter part of the month of May, 
1776, the city of New York was garrisoned by about thirteen thousand troops, 
regulars and militia, under the command of Major-General George Washing- 
ton, comprising men from every section of the country this side of North Car- 
olina, and as far north as New Ilampshire. [lis head-quarters were estab- 
lished at what was then known as Richmond Hill, and which is more fully 
described in the succeeding chapters, now familiar to present residents as the 
country seat of Col. Burr, and after his purchase and eccupancy, named 
Barr's ill. The second in command was that gallant and tried old soldier, 
General Putnam, whose feats in the wolf's den have become as household 
words with every schoolboy in the country. He had established his head- 
quarters at the house well known as No. 1 Broedway, on the corner of Bat- 
tery Place, built many years before by Major Kennedy for his private resi- 
dence, and in later days familiar to New Yorkers as the residence of two 
mayors. General Putnadis aid at this period was Major Aaron Burr, who 
had sought the post in preference to a similar position in the military family 
of the Commander-in Chief, where he was confined exclusively to the duties 
of au amanuensis, which did not suit his ardent, active military spirit, and 
General Putnam was glad to avail himself of the services of one 
whe had proved himself as eminent with the pen, as with the 
sword. In the month of May, General Washington was summoned to 
Philadelphia to attend upon Congress, then in session, and General l’utnam 
was left in chief command, with instructions to fortify the city at every point 
to repel a threatened invasion, as Admiral Howe, with his fleet, and an army 
cf some, thirty thousand regulars and Hessians, had left the waters of Vir- 
gima under the command of Lord Howe, and it was presumed that the next 
point of attack would be the city of New York—which supposition was fully 
borne out by subsequent events, as recorded in history. On the last day of 
May, and, of course, during the absence of General Washington, General 
Patuam was one day the recipient—through a boat from Staten Island (then 
occupied by the British,) bearing a flag of truce—of a letter from Major Mon- 
evieffe of the British army, who with his regiment was encamped on the 
island, in which he set forth that the chances and hazards of war had com- 
pelled him to leave his only child, a daughter just past fifteen, Margaret 
Monerieffe, alone and unprotected at the house of a widow lady near the 
town of Elizabeth, and with entire strangers; and as he could not foresee 
what the perils of war might bring forth in a day or an hour, and as the 
locality where she resided might soon become the field of active operations, 
he was loath to leave her there if it could be possibly avoided. He therefore 
implored the general, as a soldier and gentleman, to afford to his child that 
which he could not—a shelter and a home until such time as he could place 
her in a position of greater security. General Putnam promp‘ly replied, 
that the request would be cheerfully granted, and that in his own home, in 
the bosom of his family, she would be at least assured*of hospitable treat- 
ment. The young girl was sent for on the following day, (the first of June.) 
and from that time remained an inmate of General Putnam's family, until 
detected in communicating with the enemy, when she was sent off to King’s 
Bridge, then Gen. Mifflin’s head-quarters, Miss Margaret Moncrieffe, the 
heroine of the book, though really only a child in years, for she had just 
passed her fifteenth summer, was, in all that belongs to woman of feeling, 
heart or passion, fully developed, and history has recorded that a most ro- 
mantic attachment sprang up between herself and Major Burr, the handsome, 
gallant and accomplished aid—on her part with all the fervor of her pas- 
sionate nature, on his, with more caution and prudence ; and that his love for 
her was not a supreme and reigning passion, may be assumed from the well- 
known cireumstance, that it was he who having detected her in imparting 
secret information to Governor Tryon, then on board the flag ship, Duchess 
of Gordon, lying opposite Staten Island, gave such informatio.; as caused her 
removal to a place where she would find other and less dangerous occupa- 
tion. It was during General Washington’s absence that a plot was concocted 
by Governor Tryon, aided by Matthews, a well-known Tory, then mayor of 
the city, who was residing at Flatbush, to capture General Washington, 
hoping thus to terminate the war by one bold blow. Margaret Moncrieffe 
contributed materially to the possible suecess of their plans, in which the 
Tory residents of the city, together with many Provincials who had been 
bought over, had joined, by conveying secretly to Governor Tryon informa- 
tion as to the location and strength of the various fortifications on the island ; 
but fuller details of the plot will be found elsewhere. The pages which fol- 
low are derived from these two incidents—the mutual attachment of Aaron 
Burr and Margaret Mencrieffe, and the infamous plot of Tryon and Matthews. 
Every name is historically correct, save two or three introduced to fill up 
the story. Every incident is historical—the dress and appearance of the 
principal conspirators are described as accurately as could be derived from 
the authorities consulted, and save the main incident that Aaron Burr was 
seduced from his allegiance to his country, or his devotion to her cause, by 
Margaret Moncrieffe, the author claims that he has woven a fiction founded 
entirely on facts. Without this explanation, he would never present it for 
public praise or censure. With it, which is but simple justice to the best 
abused and most maligned man who ever filled a high and honorable station, 
the work must abide the decision which the public may award.” Also, 
““Sermons by Rey. William Morley Cunshon; to which is prefixed a Plea for 
Class-Meetings, and an Introduction by Rev. William U, Milburn.”
